their Food.—The horse, when feeding 
on natural herbage, grasps the blade 
with his lips, by which it is conducted 
between the incisors, or front teeth,— 
These he employs for the double pur- 
pose of holding and detaching the grass, 
the latter action being assisted by 
switch of the head.

of the atmosphere, it commences boiling, 
and any increase of heal under it only 
increases the evaporation, without in any 
manner changing the temperature of the 
water.

water is changed into vapor or steam, 
which absorbs the beat as fast as it comes 
in contact with the water, and immedi- 
ately carries it off into the atmosphere, 
combined with water, in the form of va- 
por.
